One" of the questions emerging 
from last . night’s ruling that 
Shaw-must face trial is whether 
the Warren Rgport will be ad- 
mitted as evidence. Garrison, who 
is trying to disprove the commis- 
sion’s conclusion that Oswald 
acted aone, .will fight to keep it 
out.
